Jamea C. Monaghan, of Rhode Island. 


Since last fall Capt. John A. Barnes, 


of Decatur, has been trw U. S. Consul at 
Chemnitz, but notwithstanding the fact 
that he has been on duty for only about 
eight months, President Cleveland has 
seen fit to put a Democrat in hia place, 
and it can be safely predicted that Mr. 
Monaghan >ill take the first outgoing 
steamer for Chemnitz and assume full 
charge aa soon as the machinery of the 
government will let him. Mr. Mona- 
ghan is described by hia friends as the 
brainiest young Irish-American in New 
England. Daring tbe last campaign 
from the earns platform he made speeches 
iu Enghah, French and Gorman. He is 
s lawyer. During Mr, Cleveland's first 
administration he served as oonanl at 
Mannheim, Germany, Chemnitz is one 
of the .most difficult posts in the con- 
sular service. It is tbe principal hosiery 
market of the world, ita trade with the 
United States amounting to $11,000,000 
annually. Theaalary IB 82,500, and the 
office 13 .worth about 85,000 a year to 
Consul. The fees in 1890 were 816,000. 
moat of which go to tHB government. 
Captain Barnes' earnings while in the 
office for eight montha will be about 
83500. Hie son, Charlee, is the vice-con- 
sul. His monthly allowance IB no small 
sum. 


It is probable that Captain Barnes and 


his family will return to Decatnr within 
a few months, in time to \ ieit the World's 
Fi>ir. The possibility of his removal by 
Cleveland in case of his election was 
spoken of by Captain Barnes last fall 
before be took hia departure for his post 
of duty. He did not believe that he 
would be disturbed, inasmuch as Henry 
F, Merntt, the Democrat whom he re- 
lieved, hud held the place for six years. 
Tbe tenure of political places is uncer- 
tain in time of presidential changes, and 
no man can tell what will happen a day 
ahead. 
It is evident, however, that 


President Cleveland BBB had Captain 
Barnes marked 
for alaughter. 
He 


reached him as soon as he could and now 
the Democrats and Mr. Monnaghan are 
happy.

Governor Altgeld will respond, returning 
the keys to the commissioners and con- 
signing the building to their care. Fol- 
lowing this ceremony there will be a 
dedicatory oration delivered by Frank 
H. Jonea, ot Springfield, an address on 
Chicago by Mayor Harrison, and an 
address entitled "The Columbian Ei- 
position," by John 8. Rnnnells. 


After tbe epeaking the commissioners, 


the governor, and other state officers will 
hold a general reception and give visitors 
an opportunity to inspect both the build- 
ing and the exhibits.

A NEW EXAMINATION. 


Illinois Central Iruttimen to Be 


Tested ior Color Blindness. 


The Illinois Central railroad has in- 


augurated a new departure in the selec- 
tion of its trainmen and yardmen, acd 
hereafter all of them will have to undergo 
a rigid examination aa to their efficiency 
in diooriminaiini} colors. The examina- 
tion will be a thorough one and the para- 
phernalia is 'very elaborate and exhaust' 


1V9. 
The three primary colors, red, blue 


and yellow, will constitute the first test 
afte-' which the secondary colors, green 
purple and orange, will be presented 
for discrimination, Then the second- 
ary and primary will be mingled and 
a selection of colors 
demanded. IF 


there is any natural 
deficiency in 


the 
distinction 
of 
colors 
in 
the 


applicant this third test will catch him 
without fail. There is a larger per- 
centage of employes of the road who are 
deficient in the distinction of colors than 
is generally believed, and a great number 
of the accidents occurring recently are 
claimed by the the company to result 
from this defect in the employee. Here- 
tofore, in these examinations, several 
were admitted to the testing room at the 
same time. The offioiala are said to be- 
lieve that some one who was proficient 
in colors always munajjed by Borne pre- 
conceived plan to be in the room and 
signal to the parties the colors exhibited 
for his inspection, and many that way 
passed muster wtio will not be able to do 
so to-day under a strictly private exami- 
nation. After the color tust ie fiaishud 
a test of distinguishing signs and letters 
at different distances will ba made, and 
those who cannot pass a certain grade 
in these exdminations will lose their joba, 
no matter how efficient the) may be in 
other respects.

THE MONTH OF MAY. 


Facts on Which to Base a Forecast 


for cha Weather. 


The following data furnished by the 


weather bureau concerning the month of 
May fcr the past thirteen years, will 
assist in making a forecast of possible 
climatic conditions for the present month: 


The mean or normal temperature has 


been 62 degrees. The warmest May was 
that of 1891, with an average of 09 de- 
grees, the Boldest in 1892, with an aver- 
age of 58 degrees. The highest tempera- 
ture recorded on any dsy was 89 degrees 
May 31,1890; the coldest was 31 degrees 
May 22,1883. 


The average precipitation has been 


5.15 inches. The greatest monthly pre- 
cipitation was 10.59 inches in 18B2; the 
least was 1.92 inches in 1887, 
The 


greatest amount of precipitation in V4 
consecutive hours was 3.33 inches May ">, 
1882. The average number of clear days 
is 9; partly cloudy, 13; cloudy, 9. 
The 


prevailing winds have been from the 
south. The highest velocity was 41 miles 
an hour May 12, 1890.

WASHINGTON LBTTEK. 


[From Our Regular Correeixmient.] 


WASHINGTON, May 8,1893. 


The finances of a nation, like the blood 


of an individual, cannot be trifled with 
without danger. Up to this time the 
administration has followed tbe conserva- 
tive line laid down by its predecessor, 
and as a natural consequence it has been 
supported by patriotic citizens, without 
regard to political affiliations, and dan- 
ger has been averted. Bat now, if those 
who are claiming to represent the admin- 
istration are telling the truth, it is medi- 
tating a change, and a very dangerous 
one at that. According to these men the 
President has determined, in order to 
compel Congress to unconditionally re- 
peal the Sherman silver law, to so manip- 
ulate our finances as to create a popular 
fear of a panic, and then to charge it all 
to tbe operation of the Sherman law. 
Tbis is a short-sighted policy, and it it 
be really carried out it cannot fail to 
react with deadly consequences upon its 
author. There are plenty of Republi- 
cans 
in 
Cougrtss—Senator Sherman 


among them—who would be willing to 
vote to repeal the present silvt-r law, but 
there is not one of them who will sup- 
port a policy which will risk a financial 
panio in order to frighteu Congressmen 
in^o voting for its repeal.

The charge was that of undervaluing the 
importation of favored firms. 
As the 


officials mentioned are all hold-over Re- 
publicans their exoneration by Secretary 
Carlisle is highly creditable both to him 
and to them. 


Senator Brice has been among the 


Democrats "outside the breastworks" 
ever since the new administration began 
business. The other day the president, 
oeerningly in a spirit of conciliation, asked 
Mr, Brioe to name a good man for third 
auditor of tbe treasury. Mr. Brice sub- 
mitted three namee, either of which would 
have been satisfactory to him. 
Several 


days later, much to the senator's chagrin, 
the appointment was given to John C. 
Reilley, known to all Ohio people as a 
bitter personal enemy of Mr. Brice, mak- 
ing it appear that he had been asked to 
recommend a man for the place solely to 
be snubbed. Mr. P»eilley declined the 
position, bat that did not soften the 
open affront put upon Mr. Brice, who 
lately remarked significantly: "Even the 
man with the longest credit has to face a 
day of settlement sometime."

As stated in a special to the BEFUDDI 


cuf, yesterday, 
Peoria succeeded in 


securing a majority in the house of repre 
sentitives in favor of it aa a permanent 
location for the state fair 
The votes 


stood aa follows 


First ballot, Peoria, 41, Aurora, 31 


Decatur, 28, Springfield, 24, Blooming 
ton, I1), Chicago, 7, Litohfield, 3 


Second ballot, Peoria, 52, Deoatnr, 41, 


Aurora, 26, Springfield 15, Bloomington, 
6, Litchfield, 4 


Third ballot, Peoria, 84, Deo-stur, 54, 


Springfield, 4 


The final result on the third and last 


ballot was reached after the roll had been 
called through by members rising and 
changing their votes from the places for 
which they had voted to other plaoee 
Thus, when the roll call was completed, 
Peoria had 55 votes and Decatnr had 54 
votes 
The other votes were aoattert d 


between Bloomington, which had 13, 
Litohne'd 3 and Aurora 16 The nrsl 
changes were in favor of Decatur and 
threw it ahead of Peoria, when the 
Aurora people began to change, as had 
evidently been prearranged, from there 
to Peoria which gave Peoria the start of 
Decatur 
This dragged m a lot of 


other people, who have a constitutional 
weakness 
for getting into the band 


wagon, to Peoria 
In thia way Deoatnr 


lost at least 12 votes that legitimately 
preferred and had voted for Deoatnr 
The result of this was that Deoatur loet 
all she had gamed from the changes of 
yotes after the roll call 


From these figures we can fairly esti- 


mate the legitimate strength of Deoatnr 
at 54 plus 12 votes, which would equal 66 
votes, and would reduce Peona's final 
vote bj 12, which would leave it 72 votes 
Peoria got at least 30 votes through in 
tluenoes that Deoatur refused to resort 
to, which accounts for the fact that she 
got more than 20 votes out ot Cook 
county to Decatur s 6, and m addition to 
this that alone accounts for the fact that 
some of the votes of country members 
who should have, ana under culinary 
circumstances would have, voted for 
Decatur, went to Peons 


In view of these facts there IB no rea 


son why Deoatur should be ashamed of

REITERiTING HIS DENIAL OF GUILT. 


A Review of the Testimony—Why He 


Would Desire the Continued Life of 


His Wife—His Refusal to Escap* 


—A Plea for Charity. 


AtBANV, N. Y., May 10.—The last 


statement of Carlisle W. Harris, writ- 
ten just after Gov. Flower's refusal to 
interfere with the execution of sen- 
tence, was given out from the state 
prison department yesterday. 
He re- 


views the new testimony, forming the 
basis for his plea for a new trial, which 
was denied "by Recorder Smythe. It is 
to the effect that his wife was addicted 
to the use of morphine, and often care- 
lessly used it to deaden neuralgic pain, 
He claims to have been sentenced for 
substituting a five-grain morphine cap- 
sule for one containing- a harmless 
drug1, and asserts that such a dose 
could not prove fatal to one piven to 
the use of morphine. He calls atten- 
tion to the manner in which he pave 
himself up for trial, and his subsequent 
opportunities for escape of which he 
refused to take advantage. 


(if the testimony taken by the ref- 


eree, who examined the new evidence 
presented in his demand for a new 
trial, he says: "The governor states 
that he has been finally convinced of 
my jruilt by the arlidavitts of Eunice 
Rockwell and Rachel Cookson. These 
affidavits are identical in phrase and 
evidently both dictated by the same 
person.
